on it whom it cometh , and many ſuch Rules of Conſcience and Chriſtian 


prudence, which ſerve to the Church for direction in matters indiffcrent to, 0, 

the coming of Chrift, Secondly, there was great buſineſs about Ceremo- firmarion, a- 

nies, and things called indifferent, in the infancy of the Reformed Churches, eng three ſerte 

in the time ofthe Interim, when with ſo great power and Perſecution the Romiſh of men. 

Corruptions were forced again upon them, under the name of Indifferency : At 

dat time Politleks and worldly men, more careful of their own Wealth than of 

Gods truth, gave themſelves to ſerve the time, and received all that was obtruded 

under the faid cloak of Iadifterency. Theſe were accounted Friends to Auguſtus. 

Others of great Gitts and Eſteem in the Church wiſhed from their hearts that theſe 

Cercmonics had never been ma yet thought it a leſs tvil to admit ſomething in 

the external part of Gods Worſhip, and thereby Uniformity in Religion with the 

Enemies, then by a ſtoical ſtifneſs (as they call it) and an obſtinacy to provoke 

Authority, and thereby to bring upon themſelves baniſkment, and upon Church 

and Commonwealth deſolation. Such men looking more to Unity, than to Ve- 

rity, and more to the event than to their own Duty, were called Canny, Wiſe and 

Peaccable men. A third ſort ſetting aſide all Sophiflication, and colluſion with the 

Enemy, taught plainly by wordand write from Scripture, and not from the grounds 

of policy : That when any part of Gods Worſhip is in danger, that then for the 

Honour of God, Confirmation of the Truth, and Edification of the Church, Contefe

fing of afarther degree of Reformation, is fearful, what is it then to draw others 
back from their Reformation, and to bind them up again into their old chain of 


monies have proved fo pernicious by defacing the Kingdom of Chrift, ſetting up 
the tyranny of Antichriſt, dividing Paſtors , offending people, diſmembring the 
Church, and almoft putting out the Life of true Piety, that we may truly ſay, no- 
thing hath proved leſs indifferent to the Church, than the contentions about things. 
indifferent, and many have been more hote for them, than for the heart of Reli. 
gion, becauſe they concern the face of the Church, and as Eraſmus ſaid in another 
cauſe, the Crownes and Bellies of Churchmen.

ane there would be no Puritan: for the profane and the puritan are oppoſed, He 
then is the new puritan that ſtandeth for Chriſt againſt Antichriſt, that defendeth · 
Gods free grace againſt Mans free will, thas would have every thing done in the- 
Houſe of God according to the will of God (which is his greateſt Hereſie) that 
ſeeketh alter the power of Religion in his heart (and this is his Intollerable ſin- 

ularity and that ſtands at the ſtaffes end againſt the ſins of the time ( and this ow 

is pride and Mclancholly ) after this way that the World calleth Hereſie ſerveth be:

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when an unla v peer and a lawleſs man meer t thecate of thoſe that are 
under his Authority muſt be the worſe, as we may ſee in the Papacy, which bei 
alwayes evil for the Church, yet have proved worſe , when monſters in ſtead 
men have ſit in that ſeate. But ĩt is evident, thas the evils wbich Prelates and their 
Lordly Government bring upon the Church, doe flow from their ſole juriſdition, 
exorbitant power, medlingin civil Government, and the curſe of God upon that 
unjawſul Le ali hieb are common to the whole order, and not peculiar to ſome 
| And the ions which are common to all in theſe placcs, although 
| greater in ſome than in others, of neceſſuy muſt flow from the unlawfulneſs of 
the ſtate and office it ſelf, It is fo far, that good men put in the places of Prela. 
cy. can make the Government good, that the places of prelacy have ever corrupt- 
q ed the men, and made them worſe. So it was with Enes Sylvius, who before 
his Popedome ſeemed found and honeft, maintaining many points againſt the ty 

rann of that ſeate, but being made Pope Pious II. Retreated all, and proved as Im- 
pious and Antichriſtian as the reſt: So many that bave been of good account in tha 

Miniſtry, and given bope of great good by them to the Church, when they entered 

to be Biſhops, yet wholly degenerated from their firſt works, and betime 

nulalare cum lupin to houle with the wolues: the experience whereof made Queen
